3. To raise or appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the maintenance of the poor. 


4. To see if the Town will apply for class five money 
known as TRA and raise the sum of $401.44 required by the 
State. The State will contribute $2676.25. 


). To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the repairs of Highways and Bridges. 


6. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the Town Library. 


7. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary for the observance of Memorial Day. 


8. To see if the Town will authorize the selectmen to 
borrow money for the temporary loans in anticipation of 
taxes.

Submitted herewith is the report of an examination and 
audit of the accounts of the Town of Marlow for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1959, which was made by this Di- 
vision in accordance with the vote of the Town. Exhibits as 
hereafter listed are included as part of the report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 
Included in the examination and audit were the accounts 
and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax 
Collector, Town Clerk, Road Agent, Library and Trustees 
of Trust Funds. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
Comparative Balance Sheets—December 31, 1958—December 
31, 1959: (Exhibit A-1) 
Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1958 
and December 31, 1959, are presented in Exhibit A-l. As 
indicated therein, the Surplus decreased by $5,325.55 in 1959. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Conditions: (Exhibit A-2) 

An analysis of the change in financial condition of the 
Town during the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the 
factors which caused the change indicated therein. These 
were as follows:

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures 
—KEstimated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits A-3 & A-4) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and expendi- 
tures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1959 are presented in Exhibits A-3 and 
A-4. As indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit A-4), a 
net unexpended balance of appropriations of $527.92, plus 
a revenue surplus of $1,040.20, resulted in a net budget 
surplus of $1,568.12. 


Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit B-1) 


A summary statement of receipts and expenditures for 
the fiscal year ended December 31, 1959, made up in accordance 
with the uniform classification of accounts, is Included in Ex- 
hibit B-1. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance, as of December 
31, 1959, 1s indicated in Exhibit B-2. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds 
were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks 
were compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as 
well as entries in the books of record. Receipts were checked 
by source insofar as possible and totals of receipts and 
expenditures verified. Book balances were verified by com- 
parison with reconciled bank balances made from statements 
obtained from depository banks. Verification of uncollected 
taxes was made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers 
as indicated by the Collector’s records. The amounts of un- 
collected and unredeemed taxes as indicated in this report 
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are therefore subject to any changes which may be necessitated 
by the return of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Refund a/e Motor Vehicle Road Toll: 

The Town is entitled to a refund equal to the amount 
of the State gasoline tax on gas which is purchased for use 
in Town owned highway or fire department equipment. In 
order to obtain such refund application should be made to 
the Motor Vehicle Commissioner on the required forms ac- 
companied by invoices for gasoline purchased for Town use. 
This is in accordance with Chapter 265, section 19, of the 
Revised Statutes Annotated. 


Class V Highway Funds: 

Class V Highway funds which are received from the 
State should not be considered as estimated revenue in the 
Town budget. These funds represent a grant from the State 
to be spent on Class V highways in addition to the amount 
appropriated by the Town. They should therefore be credited 
to the appropriation which is made for Town maintenance. 


Social Security : 

Employees’ share of social security which is withheld 
from wages should be classified as “wages” rather than 
“social security.” Only the Town’s share of social security is 
chargeable to that account. 


Motor Vehicle Permits: 

On motor vehicle permits which the Town Clerk issues 
after November lst, the amount of the permit is one half of 
the regular fee. However, in cases where a transfer is involved 
the transfer credit should likewise be one half rather than 
the full amount of the previously issued permit on which 
the credit is taken. 


Dog Licenses: 

It is noted that in 1958 twenty-nine dogs were reported 
as being unlicensed. The dog license law should be more 
strictly enforced to remedy this situation.

Conclusion : 

The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955, re- 
quire that this report or the summary of findings and rec- 
ommendations (letter of transmittal) shall be published in 
the next annual report of the Town. 

We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Marlow for their assistance during the course of the audit.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlow: 


I herewith submit my annual report as your Superintend- 
ent of Schools: 


A baby sitter gets about 50 cents an hour. At this rate 
for 180 five and a quarter hour days the baby sitter would 
get $472.50. It costs the school district of Marlow $209.87 
per pupil in average daily attendance for instructional costs 
or less than half the cost of a baby sitter. The state average 
cost is $262.00 which is about $50.00 more than Marlow’s 
cost. 


The largest item in next year’s budget is $9,100.00 
for tuition which is approximately 40% of the budget and 
pays for approximately 26% of the total number of pupils 
voing to school. Tuition cost has increased approximately 
$4,000.00 and state aid has decreased approximately $1300.00 
this year. The increase of tuition costs accounts for the in- 
crease in the budget over last year and the two together 
account for most of the imcrease in the amount to be raised 
by taxation. 


The decrease in state aid also accounts for the increase 
in the amount raised by taxation this year as compared to 
the amount listed in the budget at the time of town meeting 
and is due to the increase in equalized valuation as deter- 
mined by the State Tax Commission. 


The school district auditor found a shortage of $8.71 
which was evidently due to an error in the previous year’s 
accounts as it could not be found in the 1958-59 records. 
In addition the auditor listed eleven exceptions which were 
described and explained in a letter to the State Department 
of Education over the signature of the auditor. 
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A new schoo] bus was purchased for the sum of $2,980.00 
payment of this sum was made from the 1958-59 balance as 
approved at the 1959 March School District Meeting. The new 
vehicle has functioned very well and should meet the trans- 
portation needs of the district for several years. 


Approval of the state plan under Title III of the National 
Defense Act was made in November. Directions of procedure 
for school districts followed shortly and we are nearly ready 
to submit our local plan for the use of the federal funds 
available under this act. As soon as our plan is approved 
orders will be placed for the equipment to strengthen and 
improve the areas of mathematics and science. 


The extent of progress and improvement of education is at 
the discretion of the citizen. We are challenged on a national 
basis to make progress and improvement if we are to continue 
to make progress as a nation. The national picture is dependent 
on the many local situations that are a part of the composite 
picture. 


An article in the school warrant in regard to a Helping 
Teacher should be given serious consideration. It is presented 
with the view of giving citizens the opportunity to accept 
or reject what is considered to be a step toward improvement 
of our educational program. 


It was decided at the December Supervisory Union Meet- 
ing to request each school board to include an article in the 
school district warrant that would give the district’s citizens 
an opportunity to consider the advisability of adding a helping 
teacher to the administrative staff of the supervisory union. 
This article is included in the warrant. 


A Helping Teacher is an assistant to the Superintendent 
who usually spends the most of his or her time working to 
improve education at the elementary level. The guiding pur- 
pose of a Helping Teacher is the improvement of childrens’ 
learning in school and the realization of this purpose is by 
helping the classroom teacher help the children. The class- 
room teacher is helped to develop her best potentialities. 
The Helping Teacher passes on to the classroom teacher the 
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best of what is being done in other schools in the supervisory 
union and helps teachers keep abreast of the advances being 
made in curriculum and methods of teaching. 


A helping teacher is an especially qualified teacher who 
has had a number of years of successful experience and 
usually has a masters degree in education covering adminis- 
tration, supervision, child growth and development, curricu- 
lum study, guidance, special education, tests, and measure- 
ments. 


The work of the superintendent and helping teacher 
is closely integrated. They work cooperatively to promote 
the best possible educational program without duplication 
of effort. 


We were fortunate that there were no teacher changes 
this year. However, the school nurse, Mrs. Pearce, was re- 
placed on a leave of absence basis by Mrs. Arena Damon. 
Mrs. Damon has had previous experience as a school nurse 
in Bellows Falls, Vermont. 


The Written Language Arts Syllabus developed by the 
teachers of Supervisory Union #60 has been placed in the 
hands of teachers to be used as a guide in their teaching of 
Language Arts. 


Marlow teachers took part with other elementary teachers 
of the supervisory union at Walpole on Jaunary 7th in 
studying how to improve the mechanics of giving achievement 
tests and also how to use test results to better advantage. 
Two educational consultants from the California Test Bureau 
were in charge of this study.

Five are attending Keene High 
School which means an additional tuition cost of $350.00 
that was voted at the district meeting but not allowed for 
in the budget.

2. To promote satisfactory understandings, attitudes and 
ways of behavior among parents and other adults so that 
they may maintain and improve the health of home and 
community. 
3. To improve the individual and community life of the 
future: to work toward a better second generation and still 
better third generation. 

Perhaps in this area we can integrate more health edu- 
cation into our daily living.

New 


Hampshire had the best record in the nation. Fewer acres were burned, 
suppression costs were substantially reduced and damage to woodlands 


held to a minimum. The record resulted from a combination of favorable 


weather conditions, an alert warden service and a cooperating public. © 


Yet, despite all this, there still persists a disturbing note 


58%, or 6 out of every 10 fires in 1959 were caused by careless 
smokers and debris burners. 


10%, or 1 out of every 9 fires was caused by children. 


Careless, indifferent, thoughtless and independent minded in- 
dividuals and failure of parents to properly supervise children and 


keep matches out of their reach, annually cause these unnecessary 


fires which cost large sums to extinguish and cause extensive damage. ~ 
The elimination of these three causes of fires would radically change — 


this picture. The rules are simple— 


1. Before burning, secure a permit from your local forest fire 


warden—the law requires it. 
2. Be sure to properly supervise your burning. 
3. Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before leaving it. © 


4. Don’t throw lighted matches, cigars and cigarettes from 
moving vehicles—use your ash tray. 


5. Don‘t burn at home—Use your town dump and save yourself 
much possible difficulty, both personal and financial.
